When he 
spoke at last it was to make tbs announce­ 
ment plainly and unequiv ocally that the 
queen had telegraphed her acceptance of 
his resignation and those o f his colleagues 
in the cabinet Her majesty also stated that, 
pending the consideration of the resignation 
of the Gladstone ministry , she has sum­ 
moned to Balmoral tie marquis of Salisbury 
for the purpose o f intrusting him with the 
formation of a new ministry . 
The premier 
was pale and hoarse, but he spoke firmly 
and with a more cheerful air than he has 
had at any time since Monday .

There nev er was a time, since man 
first inhabited the earth, when men 
were entirely ignorant ol art. As aoon 
as wo find any ev idence whatsoev er of 
man's presence in the world, we also 
t>nd ev idence of sev eral early arts. 
Tho oldest human remains in Europe 
are those of the French and English 
cav es. 
These cav es were inhabited by 
men at a time when the climate of 
Northern Europe was far colder than it 
is at present; when 
wild reindeer 
roamed ov er the plains of the Thames 
and the Beine; w'hen lions, hy enas, and 
mammoths lurked about our lulls, and 
when the hippopctamus still basked 
during the brief summer in the waters 
of our riv ers. 
The relics of this an­ 
cient race are now dug up from under 
the solid floor of the cav erns in which 
they liv ed at so remote a period; y et 
ev en in theso earliest-known 
human 
dwellings we find abundant signs of 
v aried artistic tastes. 
Not only do we 
discov er among their remains the beau­ 
tifully polished bone 
needles 
with 
which they sewed together their coats 
of fur, and the red clay which they 
employ ed to paint their bodies and per­ 
haps their basket-work, but wre also 
find primitiv e works of sculpture draw­ 
ing which would not wholly disgrace a 
modern European hand. 
The men of 
the reindeer period showed their lov e

COUNTY CONVENTION, 
iN ASHTON. 


It is not generally know that the or­ 
ganization which has made Illinois the 
banner state in the International Su ndy 
School Conv ention; inclu ding the U. 8. 
and Canadas, was called at Dixon in 1859 ; 
twenty-six years ago 
Cou ld its fou nders—not abov e a hu n­ 
dred— hav e forseen its grand mission;

hemisphere, whom God has raised u p for 
it. Cou ld they hav e dreamed of the v ast 
spiritu al harv ests which we now witness^ 
still increasing from year to year, with 
the deepest sense of their u nworthiness of 
the div ine blessing which has crowned 
the hu mble endeav ors, and with their 
mou ths in the du st they mu st hav e cried 
in transport: “Not u nto u s, not u nto u s, 
bu t u nto thy name, O Lord, giv e glory 
for thy mercy and tru th’s sake.

conv ention of ’59 , of which I was a mem­ 
ber, was a mass meeting.

J udge Eustace Speaks. 


The 
Sterling 
Gazette 
publishes a 
speech made by J udge Eustace to the 
Grand J ury of that County complimen­ 
tary of the manner in which business is 
usually dispatched there; only a few 
hours being occupied by the Grand J ury 
of Whiteside County at each term of 
Court. Upon discharging the jury J udge 
Eustace desired to call attention to these 
facts; and he thought that it was wise 
that the public should know what had 
been accomplished in that behalf. The 
J udge said: 
‘T he system by which the business of 
graud juries is managed in Whiteside 
County is so admirable that it would be 
an immense benefit to to the State if pub­ 
lic attention could be directed to it. 
The criminal business of this county, 
owing to its location on the banks of 
the 
Mississippi 
river, 
and 
num­ 
ber of lines of railroads crossing that 
river within its boundaries, is as large as 
that of any county in the State, except 
those in which large cities are located, 
and that business is thoroughly attended 
to. 
Yet its grand juries are seldom in 
session longer than a few hours. This 
present jury within two hours after it 
had been 
organized, had 
examined 
twelve witness, had passed upon six 
complaints and found four indictments, 
and was ready to be discharged. 
In 
most counties the same work would 
have required as many days. This very 
desirable result is brought about not 
only by the diligence of the jurors, in 
the dispatch of their business, but is 
largely due to the efficiency and skill of 
the prosecuting attorney. 
In this county, as a general rule, no 
case goes before the grand jury until 
after it has been passed upou by a com­ 
mitting magistrate. 
After the case has 
been passed upon by such magistrate, 
and the party accused held to bail, or 
committed 
to jail, the case 
passes 
through the hands of Walter Stager, 
Esq., the prosecuting attorney. 
After 
he has examined it, if he finds reason 
to believe that a crime has been com­ 
mitted, and that the evidence furnishes 
good reason for believing that the per­ 
son accused i6 guilty, and that the evi­ 
dence will establish it, he prepares his 
indictment, has his witness in atten­ 
dance the moment the jury is impan- 
neled, and but little time is required 
for the jury to hear the witnesses, and 
pass upon the bill. 
By this mode of 
procedure an immense saving of ex­ 
pense to the county is accomplished, 
and the great objections which almost 
every where is urged against the whole 
grand jury system is obviated. 
That 
objection I grows out of the fact that 
when such juries remain in session for 
days and sometimes for weeks, their time 
is generaly occupied by the considera­ 
tion of cases in which private gain or 
revenge are the governing motives on the 
part of persons seeking for indicments, 
or so destitute of merit that the insti­ 
gators are afraid to risk an investigation 
before competent magistrates; and such 
cases are the ones in which, after long 
and expensive trials, the defendants are 
generally acquitted at the cost of the 
county. 
Of course it is sometimes true 
that cases should be heard by the grand 
jury in which’ there has been no exami­ 
nation or an unsuccessful examination 
before a magistrate; but such cases are 
extremely rare. 
The system adopted in this county has 
been tried long enough to establish its 
excellence. 
Public justice is accom­ 
plished, and the precentage of cases 
in which conviction follows indictment is 
unusually large- 
I have made these remarks, because, 
as generally managed, the grand jury 
system is creating many enemies; while 
the institution itself is a good one, both 
as a means of securing punishment, and 
also of protecting honest citizens against 
prosecution. 
As conducted in this county an ex­ 
pense of J thousands of dollars is annu­ 
ally saved to the county, and with none 
but good results.”
